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Each season of the year 


has its own . brand of acci- 
dents. In winter we count the 
broken bones caused by ice 
and bad weather conditions. 
Spring and summer bring 
drownings and ice box suffo- 
cations. 


Here in the Midwest, we'll soon 


be hearing the stories of deaths 
and amputations by the fall acci- 
dent hazard, the mechanical corn 
picker. 


The number of picker accidents 


has taken a sharp increase since 
the end of World War II. In 1945, 
with an estimated 37.000 machines 
in use in Illinois, 160 accidents 
were reported in the state. During 
1950, with 67,000 "pickers in opera- 
tion, the 
number of accidents 


jumped to 500. 


The figures show that while 


the number of pickers in 1950 
was leas than 200 per cent of the 
earlier total, the number of acci- 
dents jumped to 312'per cent.

In 1945, farmers were using ma- 


chines- that had 
seen 
service 


through the war when the farm 
equipment industry was using its 
energy on armaments. Millions of 
farm youths were in uniform, while 
older men were operating the 
farms. 


Yet, in 1950, when the factories 


had been able to turn out new 
equipment and the farm labor 
supply was more favorable, the 
number of - accidents was - much 
higher. -

Experts blame part of the in- 


crease on the. greater amount of 


-corn per man to harvest and the 
short time Illinois farmers have to 
harvest the crop. 


The cause of most corn picker 


accidents is the operator who tries 
to unclog a picker while it is run- 
ning.

The farmer who plays it safe 


every time, follows all the safe- 
ty rules and never tries to un- 
clog a moving machine, stands 
only one chance in a million of 
being injured in the next five 
years. Tbe average man who 
takes occasional chances when 
he's In a hurry has one chance 
In 25 of an injury in the next 
five years. 
But for the careless farmer who 
ignores the sarely rules, the 
chances are one in two that he 
will be injured in the same peri- 
od of time.

AP Writer Tells 


It seems that safety campaigns 


are not enough. Warnings are too 
often forgotten when a rarmer gets 
his picker into ,the field. Often the 
weather 
is bad. A cold , wind 


argues, "Get the job done fast." 
And the farmer who decides to 
take a chance has a mangled hand. 


Farmers might do better to in- 


sure themselves against injury or 
dea.th by putting pressure on the 
companies who manufacture farm 
equipment. They might take a hint 
from manufacturing c o n c e r n s 
which install machinery with safe- 
ty devices that make it almost im- 
possible to have an accident. 


The automobile companies in 


Detroit'put two switches on the 
mammoth presses that stamp 
out parts for cars. The operator 
mu.it use both hands to start the 
machine, and has no chance of 
getting his fingers mashed. 


The companies figure that if they 


cannot be sure the workers will be 
safe, they must have safe ma- 
chines. 
* * * 


The same should be true of farm 


machinery. The emphasis should 
be on more and better safety de- 
vices that will stop anyone from 
being caught in the fast-moving 
parts of the picker. The human 
machine is not capable of defend- 
ing itself when used carelessly. 


The husking and snapping foils 


in the piokors turn M> fast they 
pull cornstalks through at the 
rate of .••even feet a second. It 
take* a half «>ccoml or more for a 
farmer to let co of a cornMalk 
that haj< boon Miclclcnly caught 
by the snapping rolls. In other 
words, your hands can be pulled 
into the rolls faster than you 
ran release your grip on the 
cornstalk. 


From here, that's a pretty con- 


vincing argument that, in addition 
to safer operators, we must have 
safer machines.

William Oatis Begins

The first sign that I was in trouble came in August of 1950, two 


months after I went to Prague, Czechoslovakia, as a foreign corre- 
spondent.

It happened^ at the world congress of the International Union of 


Students, held in a big trade exposition hall on the outskirts.of Prague. 


The IUS had its secretariat in Prague and included member or- 


ganizations of college students in 68 countries. 
The secretariat and 


most of the member organizations were Communist dominated, but 
some of the latter, notably in England, Scotland and Denmark, were 
not. 


My newsgathering routine con 


sisted mostly of sitting in the of' 
fice and writing 
stories I selected 
from

cy and local 
newspapers and" 
radio, and occa- 
sionally going 
out and getting 
what I c o u 1 d : 
from diplomats., 
The student con 
gress gave me a William N. Oatis 
chance to get something first hand

convention produced 
no 


world-shaking news. But I reported 
how delegates demonstrated for 
Soviet Prime Minister Stalin, while 
some 
Western 
delegations 
sat 


silent, 
and 
how an American 


speaker proclaimed. "In America, 
we will shout. 'Hands off Korea!'" 


Enter Jan 


I later went down on the con- 


vention floor to talk to that speak- 
er and some other delegates seated 
there. The hall was well staffed 
with ushers, but none stopped me. 


I was in my office the next morn- 


ing when a man-telephoned asking 
if I knew where he could find Rus- 
sell Jones, the United Press chief 
in Prague. I said I could not, and 
inquired who was calling. The man 
said, "This is Jan." 


I had heard about him. Jan 


Stransky had worked for the UP 
until shortly before I arrived in 
Prague. Then he had been picked 
up and sent to a labor camp on 
the grounds he had planned to 
leave the country illegally. 


A few minutes after he had 


called, he walked into the office, 
a slight, boyish fellow with a live- 
ly manner, wearing khaki work 
clothes and brown from the sun. 
He had a pass to spend Sunday in 
a town near the camp, and he had 
taken a chance and come by bus 
to Prague. 


I gathered that he expected to 


be freed before Christmas 
and 


wanted to talk to Jones about get- 
ting his job back. Since Jones 
could not be found, Stransky wrote 
a note for me to deliver next time 
I saw-him. 


Stransky sat down and typed 


out something on some paper I 
gave him—a sheet of yellow fools- 
cap. Without reading it, I put it in 
my pocket. 


When I metyJones at the student 


congress and gave him the note 
he grimly tore it up and dropped 
it, piece by piece, on the floor.

I'ass Canceled 


A little later I showed my pass 


to get, into the convention hall. The 
usher "grabbed it and rushed off. 
After some delay, a young man in 
glasses appeared. He was trem- 
bling with anger. He waved my 
pass, torn in two, and said it had 
been canceled. 


"You were not behaving as a 


journalist only and were working 
through the 'conference hall," he 
said. 


I thought at once of how I had 


gone onto the convention floor and 
questioned the American that had 
talked about Korea, and of how 
unhappy he had seemed to see me. 


His speech, reported by the offi- 


cial Czechoslovak News Agency 
and by at least two American 
agencies, had caused him some 
trouble back home. And now, I 
supposed, the young Communists 
running the congress were punish- 
ing me for sending the story. 


The congress ended and I turned 


to other things. In 
September. 


Bedrich Runge, a press officer, 
called me to the ministry of for- 
eign affairs. 


Runge was a tall, gray-haired 


man with vague blue eyes in a 
beefy face. On my previous visits, 
he had received me cordially. This 
time his manner was s'tiff and cold. 
And he was not alone. There was

Senator Douglas Fails lo See Truman 


Peace Move Faults

Senator Paul Douglas of Illinois usually comes to bat 


*« well padded with facts. But he wasn't too well equipped for 


combat when he stepped up the other day to take a swipe at 


— the Eisenhower administration on the Korean truce issue. 


His most striking statement was that former President 


•-Truman probably could have had a truce in the summer of 
.. 1952 if he'd been willing to take the prisoner exchange terms 
*" which President Eisenhower agreed to. 


He went on to say weaknesses in the present cease-fire 
" terms soon would become obvious. To illustrate, he cited 
<••• the privilege granted the North Koreans to build airfields al- 
'" most down to the 3Sth parallel.

The clear import of these remarks is to suggest a sur- 


render by Mr. Eisenhower to Asiatic communism, and to im- 


-- ply that the Truman administration never would have coun- 
. tenanced such a surrender. 


That's pretty fanciful stuff, senator. First of all, when 


the last Truman-sponsored truce talks ended on Oct. 8,1952 


— all the terms except those covering prisoner exchange hat 
, been settled. Of these terms, only the battlefront demarca 
f tion line was changed by negotiators \vorking under Mr. Eis 


enhower's guidance. This was necessary to take account of 
shifts resulting from many months of combat. 


By accepting these terms. Mr. Eisenhower in effect en 


dorsed them. But if this truce has any glaring weaknesses 
it seems fair to suggest that blame for them ought to fall at 
least equally upon the administration which originally ap 
proved the terms. Certainly the Democratic party cannot 
now claim that the terms were honorable in 1952 but are 
dishonorable in 1953 under an opposition regime.

As for the prisoner exchange question, the simple trutl 
, is that it was the Communists who settled that, and not the 


Eisenhower administration. The Reds settled it by accept 
ing the principle that there could be no forced repatriation 
of prisoners who wished to avoid returning to their home 
lands. 


In the summer of 3952. the time mentioned by Douglas 


the Communists showed not the slightest sign of giving way 
on that point. And it was the point our negotiators—advisee 
by Mr. Truman—were insisting upon. So, in October the 
talks broke down. 


They were resumed in April this year because Commu 


msts so desired. And they were not concluded until the Eis 
enhower negotiators had won the very point the Truman con- 
ferees had battled for unsuccessfully. The difference was in 
the attitude and intention of the Reds across the table 


Most uncharacteristically, Senator Douglas is at sharp 


variance with the facts when he tries to convey the notion 
that Mr. Truman nobly held out against the Communists 
but Mr. Eisenhower yielded meekly to their demands

Jacoby on Canasta 


Study Every Unusual PJ

"Please settle a point for ou 


group of canasta players," re 
quests a Cincinnati correspond 
ent. "My partner made an un 
usual play the other night and 
later claimed that it had a defi 
nite meaning and that I should 
have understood this meaning. 


"There were only four cards in 


the discard pile, topped by a five- 
spot. My partner put down three 


_ aces, three kings and two fives on 
.;. the table, needing only 50 points 


for the initial meld. This was. of 
course, more than enough to take 
the small discard pile. 


"Did this play have a clear and 


understandable meaning? 
If -'so, 


what was that meaning?" 


This was an unusual play, and 


a good canasta player always has 
a reason for any unusual play. 
All you have to do is work out 
what that reason was. 


The meld was unusual because 


the player could have taken the 
discard pile without putting down 
the kings. It would have' been 
sufficient to put dpwn the three 
aces and the pair of fives in order 
to take the pile. 


Why does a good player make an 


unnecessary meld so early in the 
hand to leave himself with six 
cards when, he was able to leave 
himself with nine cards still in-his 
hand? The only reasonable expla- 
nation is that the player had a very 
good play for out if he can only 
develop a base that consists of four 
natural cards. 


Since this is the only logical 


meaning for the extra meld, the 
partner must hasten to cooperate 
by putting down one or more 
extra aces, kings or fives in order 
to provide a base. 
The partner 


nay also make a new meld, if 
possible, to help provide a resting 
pot for odd cards.

Need Crusade 


Stevenson told a lally of Demo- 


cratic women Sunday night that "it 
begins to look as if we might need 
a crusade and I would 'be happy 
to lead it." 


In this allusion to President Eis- 


enhower's "crusade" of last year, 
the foimer Illinois governor came 
closer than ever before to indi- 
cating his availability for the par- 
ty's 1956 nomination. 


Perhaps with this possibility m 


mind, Truman has intioduced Ste- 
venson as the "Xo. 1 Democrat in 
the United States." 


Quickly Stevenson leplied 
he 


didn't think theie would ever be 
another "Mr. Democrat" so long 
as Truman was alive. 


But at this meeting, Stevenson 


is the unmistakable star, despite 
the presence here of Democrats 
from almost every*faction in the 
party except Southern balkers like 
Govs. James F. Byrnes of South 
Carolina and 
Allan Shivers of 


Texas.

;;NEW YORK «V— The nature of 
war is changing. 
*• In the old days wars often paid 
for themselves, particularly as far 
us the victors were concerned. 
They yielded a handsome profit m 
terms of looting, land and ransom. 
as well as in glory. 
1 Today wars are fought on the 
Installment plan. Wm or lose, a 
nation gets its biggest bill after 
peace comes — not while the guns 
aie flaming. It costs more to clean 
up the battlefields than it did to 
icdden them. 


The expense goes on for genera- 


tions. Starting certainly by the 
Uine of the Civil War, America 
has found it more costly to pay 
olf its after obligations of a war 
than it did to foot the bills for the 
actual fighting. 


In the final bookkeeping of any 


war one of the expense items is 
the memorials erected to com- 
memorate it. As people think less 
of war in terms of glory, their 
altitude toward best how to honor 
their heroes is changing. 
- The old idea was to collect as 
big a sum of money as possible 
and put up as big a monument 
as possible, surmounted by a huge 
symbolic figure or a metal gen- 
eral rigid on a rampant metal 
horse.
